Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  1951. 

The  health  of  the  people  in  the  district  as  far  as 
can  be  judged  by  vital  statistics  has  remained  satisfactory.  It 
is  important  that  too  much  weight  should  not  be  attached  to  small 
variations  in  these  rates  from  one  year  to  another,  particularly 
where  relatively  small  populations  are  involved; -attention  should 
rather  be  paid  to  the  trend  of  these  rates  over  a  period  of  years. 

With  regard  to  infectious  diseases,  Measles  was 
prevalent  -  68  cases  being  notified.  Whooping  Cough  followed  with 
14  cases  and  Pneumonia  with  11  cases.  There  were  2  cases  of 
Poliomyelitis  and  one  of  Diphtheria, 

It  can  justifiably  bo  concluded  that  the  health  of 
the  district  for  1951  was  satisfactory. 

Progress  in  improving  sanitary  circumstances  was 
maintained  and  details  are  given  in  the  report  (Section  C  )  But 
In  this  connection  the  need  must  be  stressed  for  obtaining  early 
starting  dates  for  certain  sewerage  schemes  which  are  of  the  utmost 
urgency  both  from  the  Public  Health  standpoint  and  also  to  allow 
further  housing  development. 

In  the  field  of  housing,  the  Council  has  continued 
the  post-war  progress  -  14  new  houses  have  been  erected  in  1951  - 
and  I  personally  am  much  impressed  by  the  attractive  design  of  the 
Council1 s  houses o  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  day  is  not  far 
distant  when  the  Council  will  be  able  to  seriously  consider  planned 
slum  clearance  and  re-housing,  and  at  the  same  time  to  take 
effective  steps  to  secure  the  improvement  of  property  which  can  be 
made  fit  at  reasonable  expense. 

One  always  finds  some  difficulty  when  writing  these 
Annual  Reports  in  trying  to  project  oneself  into  the  past  while 
working  in  the  present,  and  planning  for  the  future.  As  I  took 
up  my  appointment  in  April  1952  I  find  these  mental  acrobatics 
particularly  confusing  on  the  present  occasion  and  this  1951  report 
must,  therefore,  of  necessity  be  mainly  statistical. 

I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  A.  L.  Yeo  for  the  assistance 
he  has  given  me  in  the  preparation  of  Sections  C,  D  and  E  of  this 

report*

a  *  laboratory  FACILITIES  . 

As  outlined  in  previous  reports,  the  free  use  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratories  are  always  available  either  at 
Exeter  or  Truro®  In  the  main,  most  of  the  specimens  from 
this  district  are  dealt  with  at  Exeter,  and  I  should  like 
to  take  the  opportunity  here  of  thanking  Dr.  B.  Moore,  who 
is  in  charge  of  this  laboratory;  for  the  excellence  of  his 
work  and  the  ready  help  he  always  gives  . 

b.  CLINIC  FACILITIES. 


Infant  Welfare  Clinics.  A  fortnightly  Infant  Welfare 
Clinic  is  held  at  The  Castle ,  Bude,  and  continues  to  provide 
a  much  valued  service®  Number  of  attendances  during  the 
year  1951  was  645  compared  with  560  in  1950. 

It  Is  mainly  in  the  Preventive  aspect  of  medicine  that 
we  concentrate  on  here  at  the  Clinic.  This  involves  a 
good  deal  of  personally  conducted  Health  Education  to  the 
mother  on  how  to  handle  and  bring  up  her  infant®  There  is 
no  immediate  yard  stick  for  measuring  the  value  of  this 
work  or  its  results,  but  from  the  regularity  of  attendance 
of  the  mothers  with  their  babies,  it  is  obvious  that  they 
appreciate  an  opportunity  to  discuss  the  particular  and 
general  aspects  of  good  health.  It  should  be  realised  that 
when  a  mother  calls  in  a  doctor  to  see  her  sick  child,  she  is 
in  no  condition  at  that  time  to  be  informed  on  how  the  trouble 
could  have  been  averted.  The  work  at  the  Clinics  supplements 
the  work  of  the  District  Nurses,  which  is  the  mainstay  of  this 
scheme  for  Preventive  Medicine.  In  their  daily  work  they 
visit  all  homes  where  there  are  babies  and  young  children  and 
their  timely  advice  and  help  does  much  to  prevent  serious 
illness  developing. 

Eye  Clinic. 

An  Eye  Specialist  from  Plymouth  holds  an  Eye  Clinic  for 
school  children  and  children  under  school  age  at  The  Castle, 
Bude.  This  Clinic  is  arranged  as  and  when  a  suitable 

number  of  children  becomes  available  and  the  fact  that  this 
Clinic  is  held  regularly  is  a  considerable  saving  in  time 
and  expense,  otherwise  these  children  would  have  to  be 
transported  to  Plymouth. 

De ntal  Clinic. 

During  the  year  there  was  no  full-time  School  Dentist 
in  the  area  and  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  this  difficulty 
in  obtaining  the  services  of  a  full-time  School  Dentist  is 
due  to  the  inequality  of  remuneration  between  general  dental 
practices  and  the  Local  Authority  service.  The  full  results 
of  such  a  lack  cannot  be  assessed  for  a  number  of  years  and 
undoubtedly  it  will  be  again  some  years  before  a  cure  can  be 
effected  even  if  the  services  of  a  dentist  are  to  be  obtained 
in  the  near  future* 
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AMBULANCE  SERVICE  • 

The  Ambulance  Service  was  heavily  engaged  during  the 
year.  The  main  Hospital  centres  are  situated  up  to  40/50  miles 
from  the  Rural  District  which  necessitates  a  large  amount  of 
travelling. 

To  give  the  Council  some  indication  of  the  work  and 
mileage  involved,  the  Bude  Ambulance  during  1951  conveyed 
358  patients  a  distance  of  17,372  miles.  It  should  be 
realised  that  not  all  the  patients  in  our  Area  are  conveyed 
by  Bude  Ambulance,  as  often  this  mdy  be  out  when  another  case 
is  to  be  handled.  For  this  purpose  an  Ambulance  from 
Holsworthy  or  Launceston  may  be  called  upon  to  do  the  journey. 

It  is  not  possible  to  separate  out  precisely  the 
individual  journeys  to  hospital  from  the  District,  but  over 
the  whole  Area,  which  includes  Bude,  Stratton,  Launceston  and 
Camelford,  the  number  of  patients  conveyed  during  the^year  was 
1491,  a  distance  of  65,321  miles,  or  an  average  of  43§  miles 
per  patient.  From  these  figures  the  Council  will  realise 

the  great  disadvantage  we  experience  owing  to  our  remoteness 
from  hospital  and  treatment  centres,  and  why  it  is  recommended 
that  the  local  hospital  should  be  developed  as  much  as  possible 
to  give  the  public  more  facilities, 

HOSPITAL  CAR  SERVICE. 


Much  of  what  has  been  said  about  the  Ambulance  Service 
applies  to  the  Hospital  Car  Service,  The  Utilecon  Ambulance 
which  is  situated  in  Pounds  took  for  conveying  the  sitting  type 
of  case  has  been  a  most  valuable  asset  in  the  district.  In 
addition  to  the  use  of  this  vehicle,  we  also  use  private  cars 
to  convey  cases  to  hospital  where  this  is  appropriate. 

The  Pounds  took  Utilecon  Ambulance  during  the  year  1951 
conveyed  1161  patients  a  distance  of  31,946  miles  to  hospital. 
Here  again  private  cars  and  Utilecons  have  to  be  brought  in 
from  other  stations  to  cope  with  the  work  of  the  whole  district. 

In  order  that  the  Council  may  have  some  idea  of  the 
work  done  for  the  sitting  type  of  case,  the  number  of  patients 
conveyed  to  hospital  for  the  whole  area  was  5002,  a  distance 
of  150,419  miles,  or  an  average  of  30  miles  per  patient.  Here 
again,  if  more  local  facilities  were  provided,  a  great  saving 
in  transport  could  be  effected, 

REGIONAL  HOSPITAL  BOARD, 

A  Maternity  Home  is  to  be  provided  for  the  use  of 
patients  in  this  area  at  Old  Tree  House,  Trebursey,  near 
La  uncos  ton. 

It  seems  likely  that  this  Home  will  bo  ready  for 
use  early  in  1952 ,

Marham church*  Tho  village  of  Ma r ha rn c hur c h  is  supplied 

by  the’  Kudo -Stratton  Urban  District  Main  Supply,  The 
supply  is  adequate  and  satisfactory  in  all  respects. 
Frequent  periodic  samples  are  taken  by  the  Urban  District 
Council  and  are  submitted  for  analysis  with  satisfactory 
results , 

110  houses  are  provided  with  a  full  main  supply, 
providing  for  a  population  of  385  persons, 

Widemouth,  Pounds  took.  The  Widernouth  main  water  supply 
is  provided  by  a  private  Water  Company,  who  purchase  the 
water  in  bulk  from  the  Bude -Stratton  Urban  District 
Council, 

97  houses  are  provided  with  a  full  main  supply. 

Some  complaints  wore  received  during  tho  year  in  regard 
to  shortage  of  water  particularly  from  tho  occupants  of 
tho  houses  on  the  higher  levels  at  Widemouth, 

It  would  appear  that  during  the  height  of  the  summer 
season  the  heavy  demands  made  on  the  water  supply  by  the 
influx  of  summer  visitors  in  the  Bade  area,  and  a 
corresponding  increase  in  the  demand  at  Widemouth  which 
is  also  a  popular  seaside  resort,  is  responsible  for  tho 
shortage , 

It  is  understood  that  steps  are  being  taken  by  the  Private 
Water  Company  to  sink  a  borehole  with  a  view  to 
supplementing  the  water  supply  from  this  source.  The 
water  from  the  main  supply  is  satisfactory  in  quality, 

Kilkhampton.  During  the  year  the  supply  which  is 
derived  from  a  borehole  has  been  augmented  with  water 
from  a  second  borehole  which  has  been  sunk  to  a  depth 
of  160  ft.  The  yield  from  the  second  borehole  would 
appear  to  be  approximately  4,800  gallons  per  day, 

29  Council  houses,  one  private  dwelling,  School  and 
Public  Conveniences  are  provided  with  a  full  main  supply 
from  this  source.  A  further  80  dwellinghouses  draw 
their  supply  from  standpipes,  and  58  continue  to  use 
their  own  private  wells. 

The  quality  of  the  water  from  both  boreholes  is 
satisfactory, 

Grimsoott,  Launcells ,  During  the  year  the  Council 
were  informed  by  the  Bude-S tratton  Urban  District 
Council  that  in  consequence  of  difficulties  being 
experienced  with  their  own  water  supply  they  were 
unable  to  supply  Grimscott  and  Iiersham  with  water,  as 
they  had  previously  promised  to  do.  The  scheme 
prepared  by  the  Council fs  Consulting  Engineers  for 
supplying  these  hamlets  with  water  from  the  Urban 
mains  had,  therefore,  to  be  abandoned. 

In  consequence  of  this  it  was  decided  to  sink  a 
borehole  on  the  housing  site  at  Grimscott  to  a  depth 
of  150  fct,  and  this  has  been  done  with  an  extremely 
satisfactory  result.  The  water  was  found  to  be  in 

all  respects  fit  for  the  requirements  of  a  public 
supply,  and  the  yield  is  in  excess  of  14,000  gallons 
per  day.

The  supply  from  this  source  will  he  laid  on  to  the 
hamlet  as  soon  as  circumstances  permit® 


St,  Gonnys#  In  consequence  of  complaints  which 
had" be on  received  regarding  the  shortage  of  water 
from  some  33  premises  provided  by  a  privately  owned 
water  supply  scheme,  the  Council  arranged  for  a 
borehole  to  be  sunk  to  a  depth  of  164  ft#  near  the 
storage  tank  supplying  this  scheme#  The  result 
has  boon  extremely  satisfactory.  The  water  is  pure 
in  quality  and  the  yield  of  the  borehole  was  over 
13,000  gallons  per  day#  A  pump  house  has  been 
erected  and  pumping  plant  installed,  and  during  the 
summer  an  arrangement  was  made  with  the  owner  for  the 
augmentation  of  his  supply# 

Negotiations  are  now  proceeding  with  a  view  to  the 
privately  owned  supply  being  taken  over  by  the  Council# 

Week  St#  Mary.  The  Councils  Consulting  Engineers 
have  been  instructed  to  prepare  a  Water  Supply  Scheme 
for  this  village  utilising  the  borehole  which  was  sunk 
last  year  as  the  source  of  supply# 

Woodford,  Morwenstow#  For  many  years  past  Woodford, 
which  is  a  hamlet  of  some  40  houses  dependent  on  their 
water  supply  from  shallow  wells,  has  experienced  acute 
shortage  of  water  during  the  summer  months# 

Various  schemes  were  considered  prior  to  the  last  War, 
but  no  real  progress  was  made# 

During  the  year  under  review  a  borehole  has  been  sunk 
to  a  depth  of  154  ft*  A  14  days  continuous  pumping 
test  was  carried  out  during  a  dry  spell  in  the  summer 
when  the  supply  from  some  of  the  shallow  wells  had 
given  out# 

A  yield  of  nearly  11,000  gallons  per  day  was  obtained 
and  the  quality  of  the  water  is  satisfactory  for  the 
requirements  of  a  public  supply. 

Work  is  now  in  hand  in  connection  with  the  piping  of 
this  supply  for  the  hamlet# 

Generally.  The  remainder  of  the  Council rs  area  is 
dependent  on  wells  and  springs, 

Plumbo -Solvency.  None  of  the  piped  supplies  in  my 
Council rs  area  have  a  plumbo -sol vent  action.

Grimscott,  Launcells.  Th e  Mini s tr y 1  s  po mi s s i on 

bo  proceed  with  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
scheme  for  this  hamlet  is  still  awaited*  It  is 
hoped  that  this  will  shortly  be  received  as  the 
scheme  is  urgently  needed  to  deal  with  the  Council's 
Housing  Estate  now  being  developed,  and  to  remedy 
the  unsatisfactory  sanitary  conditions  prevailing 
in  the  remainder  of  tho  hamlet. 

Marhamchurch*  The  greater  part  of  the  village  is 
sewered,  "But  an  extension  to  the  existing  sewerage 
system  is  still  required  to  abolish  the  unsatisfactory 
outfall  near  the  Buller’s  Arms, 

Whits  tone  *  The  hamlet  of  Boot  is  provided  with  a 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  System* 

Bangors,  Pounds  took*  This  hamlet  is  provided  with 
a  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  system. 

Widemouth  Bay,  Pounds  took*  The  sewage  disposal 
arrangements  at  Widemouth  Bay  are  not  satisfactory. 

The  amount  of  development  in  this  area  since  the  War 
has,  however,  been  negligible. 

Week  St,  Mary.  During  the  year  a  preliminary 
report  was  presented  by  the  Council !s  Consulting 
Engineers  on  a  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme 
for  this  village.  The  report  was  approved  and 
instructions  given  to  the  Engineers  to  prepare  the 
detailed  scheme. 


Rivers  and  Streams,  No  complaints  regarding 
pollution  have  been  received  during  the  year. 

Closet  Accommodation. 


Satisfactory  progress  is  being  made  with  the 
conversion  of  pail  closets  to  water  closets,  and 
during  the  year  32  pail  closets  have  been  converted. 
A  stage  has  now  been  reached  when  most  of  the 
hamlets  in  the  Councils  area  have  been  sewered, 
and  in  consequence  nearly  all  the  pail  closets  in 
these  hamlets  have  been  converted  to  water  closets. 

It  is  hoped  that  when  the  schemes  are  provided  for 
the  larger  villages  of  Week  St.  Mary  and  Kilkhampton 
the  pail  closet  will  become  comparatively  rare, 
excepting  for  isolated  cottages. 

Public  Cleansing. 

There  are  throe  recognised  refuse  dumps  in  the 
Council's  area.  These  are  at  Woolley,  Morwenstow, 

Herdacott  Lane,  Kilkhampton  and  at  Pounds tock.

No  action  was  found  to  be  necessary  under  the  Public 
Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis  )  Regulations,  1925,  in 
connection  with  persons  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
employed  in  the  milk  trade,  or  under  Section  172,  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936  which  deals  with  the  compulsory  removal  to 
hospital  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

The  preventive  aspect  of  this  disease  is  now  being 
seriously  tackled.  All  contacts  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are 
tested  by  means  of  special  skin  tests,  and  if  suitable,  will  be 
protected  against  Tuberculosis  by  the  use  of  B.C.G. Vaccine. 

This  Vaccine  is  a  modified  form  of  the  Tuberculosis  germ  which 
is  harmless  in  itself,  but  when  injected  is  capable  of  enabling 
any  individual  to  resist  the  disease. 
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
